Basketball  History

round  of  the  tournament,  the  Churchville  girls  lost. 

The  boys  were  not  quite  so  successful,  although  they  worked  hard.  Most  of  them  were 
inexperienced.  However  they  have  gotten  off  to  a  good  start  and  will  later  have  an  out¬ 
standing  team. 

They  are 
Ramona  Burgandine  and  Shirley  Huffer,  the  captain.  Those  graduating  from  the  boys  team 
are  Curtis  Wimer,  Lacy  Hevener  and  Odell  Huffer,  the  captain.
